THE WELLINGTON STRIKE, 

From a Nanaimo telegram it appears 
that the miners on strike, aidud and 
abetted (it is said) by Kanaiino store- 
keepers, have brought such pressure to 
bear upon the white miners working in 
the Wellington colliery that they have 
quit work. Tho manner in which this 
was effected has a strong appearance of 
intimidation. The people of Nanaimo 
have taken oceusion publicly to pride 
l.hemselvea upon their respect for the law 
which has for one of its objects the pro- 
tection of individual liberty "f action. In 
the moans adopted by a number of them 
to stop white men working in the Wel- 
lington collieries they have taken ques- 
tionable and objectionable methods of 
showing it. We do not dispute the right 
of men Cither individually or collectively 
to work or not to work, just as their dis- 
position leads them. If they choose to 
lay off and take it easy that is their own 
affair; for if they do nothing they earn 
nothing, and so long as they pay their 
way nobody has a right to complain of 
their conduct; but when not content with 
remaining idle themselves they bring 
pressure to bear upon those who are 
working so as to make them quit work and 
plot and conspire together to shut up and 
keep closed the largest productive works 
on Vancouver Island it is time that think- 
ing people should ask each other where 
the tiling is likely to stop / How can we 
expect capital to beattrncted to our shores 
and invested in the development of the 
natural resources of this province if men 
are to be permitted to prevent others 
from v\orking when they feel like remain- 
ing idle themselves 1 The wanes earned 
by coal niiut'is in Hiitish Columbia large 
ly exceed those earned by miners 
in Washington Territory and California: 
and yet labor strikes in the collieries ap 
pear to occur more frequently on Van 
couver Island than elsewhere Handi- 
capped as are Nanaimo and Wellington 
coals with a duty of 7"> cents on every ton 
shipped to .Sail Francisco it would be ex 
pected that wages would be lower at those 
places than anywhere else on this coast. 
That they are higher demonstrates that 
the miners are well treated and have 
little to complain of. To show how 
comparatively a weak hold Vancouver 
Island coal has on the San Francisco 
market we may mention that out of 
.720, 000 tons imported this year into that 
city I7ti,000 came from I'uget .Sound and 
only 84,000, or leas than half the quanti 
t.y, was received from British Columbia. 
In view of these facts some people will 
insist that it looks as if the strikes at 
Wellington were in the pay of the mino- 
ownera of I'uget Sound who are endeav- 
oring to shut up the mines and stop the 
export of British Columbia coal altogeth- 
er. If it were true that certain Nanaimo 
storekeepers are aiding and abetting the 
miners on strike their conduct is both 
unaccountable, and reprehensible. They 
know tho miners who have quit work are 
highly paid and they know also that a 
great part of their trade is dependent 
upon the working of the Wellington col 
lieries which disburse when in operation 
over forty thousand dollars per month in 
wages. Instead of throwing a great deal 
of this trade into the pockets of the Na 
naimo storekeepers it is quite within the 
power of air. Dutismuir to adopt the Am 
eriean system that is in vogue at Burrard 
Inlet in this province, namely, to import 
all classes of merchandize and supply the 
consumption of Wellington. With his 
large purchasing [lower and the saving of 
freight on bis own steamers he has the 
means of underselling any of the store 
keepers and therefore of monopolizing the 
trade. That he has not as yet adopted 
this course and the liberal wages he has 
always paid show that he has been actu 
ated by a generous spirit and has acted 
on the principle of "live and let live." 
If the charge preferred against tho store- 
keepers is true their action is unintel- 
ligible and appears to us unjust as well as 
illjudged and they may find when too late 
that it may recoil like a boomerang upon 
their own heads. We have pointed out 
on former occasions the suicidal policy 
of the miners in employing hundreds of 
Chinamen to do their work in the mines 
and pocketing the difference and by this 
means making trained workers of men 
Who will, if necessary, take their places 
at half the wages they have been receiv- 
ing Fcom Mr. Dutismuir. We now point 
out to them that if they continue their 
present reckless course; if they will not 
work and will not permit any other white 
man to do so, they will throw the mining 
at the Wellington colloriea exclusively 
into the hands of the Chinese which will 
compel them to Beek elsewhere for em- 
ployment and shut up half the stoves in 
Nanaimo. Tin- miners appear bent upon 
either keeping the Wellington collieries 
closed or forcing the proprietors to employ 
Chinamen. There can lie but one result 
if this course iaporsevered in, and the law is 
bound if necessary to protect both the 
Wellington properly and its workers — 
Chinese though t hey may unfortunately 
be — whenever called upon to do so. In 
the interest of tho miners we earnestly 
hope they may awake to the magnitude of 
their folly before it is too late, and aban- 
don their present course and go to work, 
whilst there is an opportunity to do so. 
Wo may add that the clack of the Free 
Press about passing a provincial act to 
prohibit Chinamen working in coal mines 
is mere claptrap as any such legislation 
is beyond the powers vested in the pro- 
vincial parliament .and would, if enacted, 
bo disallowed at Ottawa as unconstitu- 
tional. 



paid for by the city; the money acquired 
to be applied in the erection of a ward 
schoolhouse at .lames Bay. The strict let 
ter of the act has been adhered to. A 
bylaw embodying the purchase clause 
was submitted to the ratepayers and 
passed by a very large majority. The 
value of the land required for the street 
was appraised and the city having paid 
over tho amount of the valuation the 
government have causi'd to be erected a 
substantial school building in James Bay 
ward. The establishment of this school will 
prove a greater public benefit, even, than 
tho opening of Vales street, inasmuch as 
very young children whose parents reside 
in the southern section of the city will 
not be required to toil up Regent Hill 
in all weathers to roach the schoolhouse 
on the reserve. The government have 
promptly and energetically carried out 
tho wishes of the legislature and the pub- 
lic. Their decisive action compares very 
favorably with tho weak and vacillating 
policy of Messrs. Walketn and Beaven in 
tho same direction. Those gentlemen, 
when in power, gave permission to the 
city council to open Yates street through 
tho school reserve and tho fences were 
removed by order of Mayor Shakespeare 
and Messrs. J. Fell and A. Wilson, two 
of the school trustees, waited on the then 
government and protested against the 
opening of tho streot. Tho government 
begged the trustees to request the city 
authorities not to proceed with the work; 
but the trustees declined. Subsequently 
Messrs. Fell and Wilson got out an in- 
junction, brought an action against the 
city and won it, Mr. Justice Gray de- 
ciding that no portion of the reserve could 
be deeded to the cjty without a special 
act of parliament. An act of that nature 
was passed last session, as we have 
shown above, and under it Yates street 
has been opened and the land taken by 
the city paid for. The government had 
no discretion; indeed, they wanted none, 
as the payment by the city for the land it 
obtained under tho act was just and pro- 
per. vVe tiro explicit in making this 
statement, as wo observe that ouresteemed 
morning contemporary has been unwit- 
tingly loil into the grievous error in re- 
ferring to the matter. In his ignorance 
he makes it appear that the government 
exacted payment from the city without 
legislative authority, and our esteemed 
neighbor takes strong ground against the 
city paying the province for the land.

CHINA. 

THE RIOTOUS CANTONESE- 
Tkoy Attack tho Foroirjrn H,03idcmt3- 

K vn Francisoo, Oct. 14. — A coolie mob 
made a desperate attack on the foreign 
residents and corporations of Shaineeu, 
Canton, on the llth of September. As 
the steamer Hankow was leaving the 
wharf a Chinaman fell into the water and 
vvasd.rowned. The mobaceused the watch- 
man of throwing him overboard. Unable 
to wreck vengeance on the officers of the 
vessel, they marched in a body to the 
town, But tire to tho building of Thomas 
Kovve Smith & Co., the residences of W. 
Sanders, imperial custom examiner, How- 
ell deputy commissioner of customs, Dr. 
Wales of the customhouse and several 
others. The consuls, fearing the attack 
would become general, hauled down their 
flags and dispatched a boat to Hongkong 
lor assistance, the foreigners smoking 
shelter aboard the vessels in port. A 
company of Chinese military was ordered 
out, but remained passive spectators of 
the depredations being committed. After 
destroying the buildings the mob burned 
the steam launch of the steamer Han - 
kow. 

Honokono, Oct. 14 Placards have 
been posted on the islands of Harain 
threatening mandarians and foreigners 
with death. Naval protection is necea 
s.iry. Several lints have taken place at 
Foo Chow. A renewal of the rioting was 
prevented by the interference of the 
French concession.

Sullivan escaped 
through a side door and went to his 
hotel which was closed by the pioprie- 
j tor. Seven rioters were arrested.

EARTHQUAKE. 

San Francisco Latest Visitation. 

(S. K. Call 10th.) 

At three minutes past eleven o'clock 
last night two sharp shocks of earthquake 
wore felt in this city. The vibration was 
from north to Bouth. Just two hours 
later a very severe shock was felt, the 
ground vibrating extensively, causing 
brick edifices to groan uneasily and mani- 
fest signs of disintegration. Indeed in a 
number of instances the occupants fortu- 
nate enough to be in suitable uttiro made 
a bee line for the street, taking care to 
get as far as possible from brick walls or 
heavy awnings. The shock was accom- 
panied by considerable noise, windows 
shaking as though jostled by a severe 
powder explosion and metallic roofs vi- 
brating audibly with a rumble like thun- 
der. The guests of the leading hotels 
wore greatly alarmed, some declaring that 
they were almost shaken out of bed. 
Considerable uneasiness was manifested 
at the Palace, the shock having a sort of 
rotary movement that was the most severe 
ly felt on the lint and second stories. A 
considerable number uf the guosta donned 
their attire and repaired to the ground 
floor, where they discussed the situation. 
At the Grand considerable disturbance 
was manifested, and the large plate glass 
windows on New Montgomery street 
heaved and cracked so that it was ox 
pectod they would be rattled to pieces. 
At the Occidental some of the guests 
made a hurried retreat, anil several gen- 
tlemen repaired lo the centre of Mont- 
gomery street, declaring their intention 
to remain out all night. At the What 
I Cheer house the lodgers wore much dis 
I turbed, nearly everybody in the house 
getting up and going below, where the 
situation of alia its was discussed. The 
number of pedestrians upon the streets 
by two o'clock was remarkable and many 
wore determined not to retire again dur- 
ing the night. 

Now Boilors of tho Pnncoss Loui30. 

The steamer Princess Louise now lying 
at the Hudson Hay Co. 'a wharf is having 
her old boilers removed, preparatory to 
1 being furnished with the (wo new ones 
which have been for some time in con- 
struction at the Albion Iron Works and 
i are now about finished. These boilers in 
design are regular marine boilers, such as 
would be used on board an ocean steam - 
i ship- -they are flue boilors with return 
| tubes and are constructed of the best Am- 
erican tlango and Lowmuor iron. The 
diameter of the shell is 8 feet and length 
10 feet; the length of furuacu inside y 
feet. There aro two 15 inch flues, eight | 
inch flues and 71 return tubes -1 inch 
in diameter. The tire pusses from the 
furnace over tho bridge wall into Ihn 
combustion chamber, and from thence, by i 
the ten Hues into the back connection 
which is entirely surrounded by water 
j space, returning by the tubes 1'J feet long i 
| into the uptake, upon which are placed 
' tho steam cluninios or superheaters ris j 
ing Hi feet above the top ,,f the boiler i 
shell. They servo the same purpose as | 
! steam drums with the exception that | 
they form the lower part of the chimney | 
ami that the heat passes through them I 
and dries the steam. These are probably 
i the finest marine boilers that have been \ 
manufactured in Victoria for some time, 
and their construction has this great fea- 
ture about it that every where the furnace 
and the flues are surrounded by water 
space, even the bottom of the ash pun 
whore it is 8 inches deep, thus entirely 
doing away with all risk of lire from that 
source. Winn the Princess Louise gets 
those new boilers on board she will doubt- 
less bo able to maintain her old repnta 
lion as a soabont for speed and safety. 

Tho Northern pacific. 

According to the New York Sun tho 
Northern Pacilic is trying to economise, in 
accordance with a determination arrived 
at during a late meeting in New York at 
which Villard was present. The road is 
to be under the charge uf one active head 
and a number of assistants are to be dia 
missed. The blow is chiefly aimed V the 
sub-chiefs, who aro particularly -»pt to 
flourish on a newly completed railway, and 
are very hard to gut rid of. Shippers 
east have promised the road next year 
100,000 tons of freight, beginning the first 
week in January. Some of the stock- 
holders of the road are, however, dissatis- 
fied with the slate of tilings. The stock 
has dwindled nearly 10 per cent and 
about $250,000 has been spent m core 
monies, feasting, and the travelling ex- 
penses of foreign guests, who are going 
homo very leisurely, and some not going 
at all, but aro stopping at the fashionable 
hotels at the company's expense. All this 
might be put up with, but then there arc 
a number of lions against the company by 
workmen, contractors and sub-contrators, 
and those are only an advanced guard 
with more behind them, though they in- 
clude S-10,000 in liens stated to be already 
filed against tho railway. This was quite 
a surprise to the company's counsel » li u 
could only suppose tho papers had been 
filed by men employed by the contractors 
and as such were doubtful claims.
